A big man, Straus radiates
friendliness, He was sitting at
his studio plano when ap-
proachéd to talk of his work.
Pushing aside the eight pencils,
lighting a fresh cigar and shak-
ing hands warmly with the cor-
respondent, he told of his tre-
mendous admiration for South-
ern California.
